THE STATE CONSTITUTION. 


With*regard to the necessity of re- 
vising the State Constitution; there 
.seems to be but one opinion, says the 
Elko Independent, but in relation to 
the best methcd of accomplishing that 
object, opinion is divided between the 
calling of a convention and amend- 
ments by the Legislature. The latter 
would certainly be the most economi- 
cal by far, and unless more weighty 
reasons are given for a convention than 
have baen presented. The plan 
of Legislative amendment should be 
adopted. The fact that both parties 
in the lste canvass indorsed the call- 
ing of a convention is held to pledge 
the members elect to that course un- 
der all circumstances. This does 
not strike everybody, however, ae a 
correct view of the case, for while 
the feeling was general that a re- 
vision of the organic law was a ne- 
cessity, it is but reasonable to believe 
that the specifying of a particular 
plan by which such revision was 
to be affected was simply because 
that, at the time, was deemed the best; 
should a cheaper and equally as effec- 
tive one be discovered, we opine that 
its adoption by the Legislature would 
bring no charges of broken faith 
against the members of that body. 
An organic instrument which will 
mect the requirements of the changed 
conditions of the State 1s what the 
people want, the manner of its con- 
struction being merely a question of 
celerity and economy. 


A BAD LAW. 


The law passed at the ninth session 
of the Legislature, providing for pay- 
ing a bounty to any person planting 
trees, should be repealed at the com- 
ing session. The law in its intent is 
all right enough, for it was calculated 
to encourage land-holders to improve 
and beautify the deserts. It pro- 
vides for the payment of $10 per 
acre to any person planting trees 
five rods apart on the land, and 
$10 for every haJf mile of trees 
planted on any public highway 
for a period of twenty years. B. 
F. Leete has recovered judgment 
against Washoe county for $160 and 
cost of suit for a little poplar grove he 
set out on his land jast below town, 
and which 1s of no earthly benefit 
to the county or town. The law is 
dangerous and should be taken from 
our statutes at once. 

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


There is considerable excitement be- 
yond the Canadian border line over 
discoveries of silver near Pigeon river. 
General Wilde, according to reports 
received by way of Duluth, Minn., 
claims to have discovered the richest 
veins of silver on the continent. It is 
expected to take out, by the crudest 
methods, $150,000 worth this Winter. 


The Northern Pacific Railroad dur- 
ing that portion of the present year 
up to the end of October had, it is 
stated, carried 32,000 head ot cattle 
out of Montana, and it is predicted 
that next season the road will carry 
75,000 head from regions which it will 
traverse. 

The San Franciscans are figuring 
that the coming of the Triennial Con- 
clave of Kuights Templar which will 
assemble there in August next will 
bring 10,000 Knighta and 15,000 oth- 
ers, and they are counting their hotel 
accommodations. 


The Carson Tribune thinks the 
salaries paid officials at the Nevada 
Insane Asylum are not enough, and 
until a raise is made the right class of 
men and women will not much longer 
be procured.

The Star Pugilists—Mace, Coburn 
and Sullivan. 
New York, Dec. 28. 


The sparring exhibition to-night be- 
tween Joe Cuburn, recently from Sing 
Sing, and Sullivan causes unusual ex- 
citement in sporting circles. The 
Tribune says Coburn has proved him- 
selfa good fighter, holding his own in 


a battle with Mace at New Orleans. 
Mace telegraphed his backer in this 
city yesterday that he hadjsent bim by 
maila letter containing full terms of 
agreement he was willing to make 
with Sullivan. He will give an exhi- 
bition in San Francisco and then come 
East with his Australian protegee.”’ 

*‘Should a fight between himself 
and Sullivan be arranged to take 
place,” Coburn was asked, “ what do 
you think of the coming *Mace-Sulli- 
van fight? Do you think Mace a 
match for Sullivan ?”’ 

**No, Ido not. Mace is 51 years 
old. He is too old. a man to fight a 
young man like Sullivan, I wish Sul- 


tlivan was here to tell you what he 


told me. He says he will fight Mace 
or anybody else. But- he won’t do 
anything that will send him to prison. 
He says he is tired of fighting, but he 
will fight if crowded to the wall. Let 
them bring on their Australian, and if 
he looks like a man he can be accom- 
modated.” 


The Hudson River Tunnel. 
New York, Dec. 23. 

It having been stated that the death 
of Trenor W. Park would stop the 
Hudson river tunnel, a reporter vis- 
ited the manager, who said the death 
of Park did cripple the company. 
“We have no funds at the present time 
to continue the work, and cannot say 
when work will be resumed. There 
will be a meeting of the Directors 
next month to discuss the question, 
and it is hoped that a way out of the 
present difficulty will be found. The 
idea of abandoning the work has never 
been suggested. Too much money has 
already been expended in the werk 
to permit this.” 


Condition of |Mexico --- Distance

New York, Dec. 28.

Even now 
one cannot establish a claim there, be- 
cause the highest bidder will step in 
after you have begun work and the 
Government will give him the mine. 


A Dose of Ball Lightning. 
New York, Dec. 27. 

The bark Gemshok, which arrived 
to-day from Auckland, reports that on 
October 9th, at 4 Pp. M., while running 
in a southwest gale and during a thick 
snow squall, a ball of fire passed over 
the ship, injuring Falsen, the mate, in 
both wrists; Charles Blumberg, at the 
wheel, in both legs, and Herman Mak- 
eley in the head; breaking both gun- 
wales and ripping plank from off the 
starLoard boat. It exploded about 20 
yards from the ship with a loud report, 
sparks flying from it like rockets. 
Strange to say there was no lightning 
or thunder at the time. | 


A Step Toward the Revival of Our 
Merchant Marine. 
New York, Dec. 27. 

John Roach & Sons, ship builders, 
have closed a contract for the build- 
ing of five iron sailing ships for an 
American corporation, of which Wm. 
H. Starbuck of the Oregon Steam 
Navigation Company and John Roach 
are stockholders. These vessels are to 
ve from 1,600 to 2,000 tons capacity, 
and will be ship-rigged, with three 
masts.

A BIG MILL BURNED, 


The Wind-up to one of Jones’ 
Speculations. 


_ The big mill at Darwin, owned by 
the Inyo Consolidated Mining Compa- 
ny, was burned to the ground on the 
evening of the i9th. It is said the 
fire was Catised by the explosioti of a 
retort, This till was by far the must 
important and pretentious structure in 


the} county, if not in these two min- 
ing counties, says the Inyo IJndepen- 
dent. It was erected in 1874-5, by 
the Surprise Valley Water, Mining and 
Mill Company, which was led by Sen-. 
ator Joho P. Jones and Wm. M. 
Stewart. The Stedefelt furnace alone 
cost $75,000, and the entire plant the 
sum of $385,000, which came out of 
nearly $2,000,000 expended by the 
company in buying mines,- great 
buildings, roads and getteral improve- 
ments. The works were insured for 
$40,000. It cost the present manage- 
ment $50,000. This is a dire misfor- 
tune for the owners, and another bad 
black eye tor Inyo, any way it is put 
up. Developments will be awaited 
with the keenest interest. 


Senator Jones has spont money lav- 
ishly,and no man can truthfully ac- 
cuse him of meanness. It is reported, 
and generally accepted as a fact, that 
his Senatorship cost him more than 
half a million. He expended about 
$50,000 in collecting data for his fax 
mous speech on the currency of the 
world—for so it may be termed—ex- 
planatory of the “silver bill.” His 
disastrous experiment at Panamint, 
Inyo county, was full of promise, and 
the same enterprise will doubtless be 


repeated by men with less money and 
braius, and prove a therough success. 
Excessive freights swamped him, com- 
bined with misplaced confidence in 
men to whom he entrusted the execu- 
tive portion of his business. The 
Kern county venture would have 
attracted any man who had money. 
There is a large amount of gold 
in that locality, and any man who 
can devise a plan for draining an ocean 
will make money out of that same 
mine. He pumped for a whole year, 
and while he drained the country so 
dry that orchards six miles off died 
for want of moisture, he could never 
get to the bottom of his sump, and the 
result was that he abandoned a mill 
that cost $100,000, after spending 
near-y $1,000,000 to keep it employed. 
The following from the St. Louis 
Democrat, gives ‘an idea of the ftinan- 
cial vicissitudes of our Senator, who, 
like all financiers who have made a 
mark in the world, is more successful 
in handling the money of others than 
in manipulating his own: 

The unluckiest man on the Pacific 
Slope, in point of wealth, is Senator 
Jones’ of Nevada. There has, per- 
haps, never been so vast a fortune so 
quickly scattered as that of Jones’, 
In spite of popular belief, Senator 
Jones to-day is poor, comparatively 
speaking. When he waselected to 
the Senate in 1873 he was worth at 
least $10,000,000. To-day he Is not 
worth $50,000 above his debts, and 
his Congressional salary is no longer 
despised as a source of income. 

It would be hard to tell where 
Jones’ fortune has gone, or, more cor- 
rectly speaking, to tell where it hasn’t 
gone. No man ever sunk so much 
money in chimerical schemes, invested 
so much in bogus friendships, or be- 
came so easy a prey to financial sharks 
as Joves. He sunk $2,000,000 hard 
money in the mines in Panamint, Cal- 
ifornia, which never yielded a dollar. 
He sunk another million in the #um- 
oer mine, in Southern California.” 

He built a railroad in Southern Cal- 
ifornia 12 miles long, and it cost 
enough to have every tie of mahogany 
and every rail ot silver. The Centrai 
Pacific afterward bought it for about 
$1,000 per mile. He bought every 
ranch ever offered him; indeed, he 
bought one in Nevada which has 
never been located te this day. Jones’ 
agent could never find it. He started 
ap ice factory in New Orleans and a 
daily newspaper in San Francisco. 
He never saw the ice factory and 
never but once or twice saw the man 
who got him into it. 

He opened the St. James: Hotel in 
New York, and, of course, it never 
paid. ‘The last cruel wipe that fate 
had in store for Jones was the ‘‘Sierra 
Nevada deal,” as Californians call it, 
of four years ago. On a mere pros- 
pect the stock was jumped from $3 a 
share to $275. Jones got in at about 
$200 on the drop. The stock is selling 
now for less than $5 a share. The 
Bank of Nevada is believed to be 
carrying Jones’ stock for him yet. 

At the time Senator Jones was talked 
of so strongly for Secretary of the 
Treasury, Californians who remember- 
ed how weil Jones had taken care of 
his own money, could not repress a 
smile that he should be thought com. 
petent tu take care of the people’s.

BULL-BUTTER. 


A Well-founded Prejudice Against 


Oleomargarine. 
The Qalifornia manufacturers of 


oleomargarine are making great efforts, 
by advertisements in the San Fran- 
bisvo dailies; to popularite their but 

tef miade from beeves’ fat: There catt 
be no harm, says the Sacfatnento Bee, 
in putting oleomargarine on the mar- 
ket so long as the consumers know 
what itis. When one is at bome he 
can use with confidence utter pur- 
chased by his wife from the dairy- 

woman who makes her weekly rounds, 
but when he goes to a hotel or restau- 
rant he eyes the butter with suspicion 
and tastes it with great misgiving,; fort 


whether oleomatgatine be bettet ot 
worse than the real butter made from 
the milk of cows, there is a preju 
dice in the mind of every person 
against Oleomargarine. The public 
will be pleased with the law proposed 
by the dairymen in convention assem- 
bled, which suggests the prc priety of 
causing makers of oleomargarine to 
stamp the name upon it, to oblige 
every person who sells it to name it to 
the purchaser, and every hotel or res- 
taurant, or other place of entertain- 
ment, that puts it on the table, to 
label it with its triie namé. Then, if 
guests choose to eat it, that is their 
business. There is no hardsbip in that. 
he public who pay for butter ought 
to| have butter, but if they are con- 
tent with vleomargarine, let them 
and know 
that they get it. If houses of pub- 
lic entertainment do not like to 
keep that label before their cus- 
tomers they Can avoid doing so by fur- 
nishing their tables with real butter. 
It is not asserted that oleomargarine 
is not good and wholesome human 
food, by those who have had no ex- 
perience ip that line; but horse—fiesh 
is said to be excellent, yet if one were 
to dish 1t up daily to his boarders and 
offer it as beef, he would be commit- 
ting a fraud upen them. And so it 
would be with oleomargarine. To set 
it on the table as butter would be a 
fraud and the public entertainers that 
would do so would soon be shunned 
when ;the fact became known. And 
while the legislature is about protect- 
ing the public from this wrong, it 
should provide at the same time a 
punishment for still another which 
the dairymen and grocers practice by 
siving short weight in butter. A gro- 
cer will say, ‘‘Make me 55 two-pound 
ro:ls out of 100 pourfds of butter, and 
I will pay you 50 cents extra for your 
trouble,” and the dairyman takes the 
attempt, for if he did not thus become 
& party to the:fraud the grocer would 
not buy his butter, as other dairymen 
will willingly enter upon the contract. 
This is a cheat upon the puolic, for 
each roll is sold for what is supposed 
to be two pounds weight. There is a 
law to punish severely the adulteration 
of human fool, and there should bea 
luw to prevent fraud in short weights.

“WONTANA BEEF. 


Great Fnecrease of the Cattle Busi- 
ness During the Year. 


Speaking of the Montaaa cattle 
trade, an exchange says that four years 
ago not to excoed 4,000 or 6,000 head 


of cattle came out of Montana and 
sought eastern markets via the North- 
ern Pacific and its connections. This 
season the Northern Pacific handled 
18,000 head of Montana cattle between 
the 11th of September and the 11th of 
October. The daily average now com- 
ing out of the Territory is, practically, 
all that the railroad has facilities tor 
handling, and will make an aggregate 
for the present month of nearly or 
quite equal to that of the four weeks 
above recorded. During the season 
up to the Ist of September about 10,- 
000 head came out, so that to the 
present time it may be estimated in 
round numbers that the Northern Pa- 
cific has brought out of Montana not 
less than 32,000 head, with the season 
not yet entirely gone. These fig. 
ures very Clearly demonstrate that the 
tide of shipment eastward of Montana. 
cattle will flow in the channel of the 
Northern Pacific to the limit of the 
Capacity of that channel.

AN IMPORTANT SUIT. 


Interesting to Farmers and Stock- 
men in Nevada. 

John W. Boynton has commenced a 
suit against A. A. Longley in the Dis- 
trict Court to recover $1,980, alleged 
damages done Boynton by defendant 
Longley flowing or draining waste 
water from his land unto that of Boyn- 
ton’s. He also prays for a perpetual 
injunction restraining Longley from 
flowing or draining water on bis 
(plaintiff's) land at aay time between 
the month of May and October in each 
year. The alleged damages are 
claimed on account of injuries suf- 
fered during the years 1879, 1880, 
1881 and 1882. Mr. Boynton, it 
seems, had acquired a right and title 
to his land before Longley had con- 
structed his ditch on land higher and 
lying contiguous to that of Boynton, 
aod during the irrigating season the 
waste water used tor irrigating pur- 
poses by Longley finds its way to the 
bay land of plaintiff. The case is very 
interesting to farmers, as there are 
hundreds of similar cases where the 
waste overflow from an _ irrigating 
ditch, at certain seasons of the year, 
is a great annoyance to farmers own- 
ing land in low places.
